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Explanation of Number 7: 

In the last office action, the Examiner only noted that the special symbol of Visocnik does not specifically termi nate after the special 
symbol is used in a winning combination. The invention of Visocnik is not limited to one single embodiment, and there are, in fact, a 
plurality of events that may cause the symbol to terminate in Visocnik. For example, the number of free games or spins may be simply 
limited to any number, the appearance of a second special symbol, or even the ability of the first special symbol to achieve a certain 
outcome. Visocnik is not limited in any way that the user must achieve any specific num ber of wins, and the player may very well play 
through all the free spins without achieving any winning combination. 

Rodgers discloses that, in one embodiment, the use of a wild symbol may be kept in play until the player achieves a winning 
combination, instead of automatically being removed after a certain number of plays or spins, as in an alternative embodiment. 

Thus by combining Rodgers and Visocnik, not only is the excitement of the game increased with a randomly moving wild symbol, but 
also the player is also ensured that the wild symbol will not go unused. 

In addition to the reasoning above, Rodgers indicates an embodiment wherein the wild symbol is kept in place until the wild symbols is 
used, or until a certain number of spins is made, or a comb ination of the two. Additionally, there is nothing disclosed in Rodgers against 
an accumulation of wild symbols. Additionally, even if the wild mouse symbol is removed from Visocnik, the free games would not be 
"ordinary," the player has been given a free, guaranteed prize payout, and any leftover spins are free and at no financial risk to the player; 
the invention would still be fully functional. 
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
